RE YOU A NAGGER? 


A fifty-vear-old friend of mine glared across the 
breakfast table at his wife the other day and said: 

“Do vou know what the trouble with me is?) Pm 
still being nagged by my mother!” 

It was a ery of desperation from a had-tempered 
man. trying to explain his irritability. 

Blaming a woman again, of course. But his 
mother really deserved it. She was one of the finest 


women | have ever met: vet she caused most of 


the unhappiness in her son’s life. 

Fifty vears is a long time to pay for an attitude 
of mind on the part of one’s mother. 

She called herself a “perfectionist.” She drove 
herself toward what she considered the highest 
standards in her own conduct. But she couldn't 
leave it. at her own conduct. She tried endlessly 
to drive her son toward the same standards. 

Which meant she nagged. 

Nageing, it seems to me, has the same effeet on 
i human being as it has on an animal. Poke and 
poke at an animal with a stick, and it) becomes 
restless, insecure, bad-tempered. Poke at a child 
with a corrective stick and the same thing happens. 

I think, too, that nagging is the sign) of an 
unhappy and dissatished spirit. The person who 
knows peace of mind does not want to nag. On 
the contrary the whole instinet is to spread that 
peace of mind: to condone rather than) criticize: 
to build up rather than tear down, 

Doctors of the mind are telling us what doctors 
of the soul have been preaching for centuries —that 
faith is one of the greatest gilts we can possess. 
One very important aspeet of that faith faith in 
ourselves — is essential if we are to develop inte 
happy, well-adjusted and successful adults. 

The friend of mine who harked back over fifty 
years to blame his mother for his own maladjust- 
ments is passing on the same characteristics to his 
own children. They cannot have faith in themselves 
if they are nagged continually. 

He does not realize what he is doing. At fifty 
he is too old to change. His mother, too. did not 
realize what heritage she has passed on, 

But oh surely. surely. the rest of us can make 
sure that we build faith in themselves into our 


children’s minds!

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FACTS AND FALLACIES ABOUT 


RHEUMATIC FEVER 


1. Mortality from rheumatic 
FACT fever has declined. 


It is true that the death rate from 
rheumatic fever has been going down. 
For example, statistics show that 
among a large group of children and 
young adults, mortality was cut by 
more than one half in the last 10 years. 
Rheumatic fever, however, is still one 
of the major causes of death between 


the ages of 10 and 14. 


2. Symptoms of rheumatic 
fever are easily recognized. 


FALLACY 


On the contrary, symptoms are often 
slight or sometimes there are none. 
However, if a child has a poor appetite, 
loses weight, fatigues easily, runs a con- 
tinued fever, or has pains in the joints, 
rheumatic fever should be suspected. 
Only by a medical examination can 


these symptoms be properly interpreted. 


3. Rest is the best ‘‘medicine” 
i FACT for rheumatic fever. 


Although treatment has been greatly 
improved, doctors still recommend rest 
in bed for the child whose heart has been 
damaged. That is because rheumatic 
fever may be active for months after all 
symptoms have disappeared 

Parents can play a vital part in this 
phase of treatment by keeping the 
child interested in amusements that 
do not tax his strength. As recovery 
progresses, the child should resume 


normal activity only when recommend- 


ed by the doctor. 


FALLACY | 4. Rheumatic fever always 


“cripples” the heart. 


This is not true. When diagnosed 
promptly and treated properly, nearly 
two thirds of those who have had an 
attack recover completely, or with such 
little damage to their hearts that few 
restrictions in activity are necessary. 

Doctors warn, however, that one at- 
tack may be followed by another. 
So, precautions must be taken to build 
up the child’s general health — and 
especially to safeguard him from throat 
and respiratory infections which usually 
precede attacks of rheumatic fever. 


_... 5. Medical science is finding 
FACT new ways to fight rheumatic 
fever. 


Steady progress is being made against 
this disease. For example, experiments 
indicate that it may be possible to pre- 
vent attacks with certain of the newer 
drugs. These drugs, when given to in- 
dividuals susceptible to rheumatic fever, 
may ward off throat and respiratory 
infections— and thus protect against 
recurrent rheumatic fever attacks 

Limited studies with new hormones 
also suggest that they may be helpful for 
treatment, even in cases in which severe 
heart damage has occurred. 

So today, parents should have less 
cause for worry if a child has rheumatic 
fever—for more can be done now than 


ever before to combat it effective lv.
